The reported British landing 
brought a surge of confidence that 
real aid was at hand. 

It was said the British planned 
to establish an air base on Corfu 
from which British planes could 
help guard Greek cities from at- 
ack and, at the same time, be 
within striking distance for coun- 
terattacks on important Italian ob- 
jectives, just across the Ionian Sea. 

Reports of the landing on Corfu 
followed unconfirmed accounts 
yesterday that British naval units 
beat back Italian warships ap- 
Moroaching the island, and_ that 
British bluejackets landed at an- 
other Greek-defended island near 
by.

TWO SENATORS REQUEST 

ROOSEVELT TO ASK FOR 
ARMISTICE IN EUROPE 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP). 


WO Democratic Senators, 

Wheeler of Montana and 

Johnson of Colorado, re- 
quested President Roosevelt to- 
day to use the influence of his 
office in an attempt to bring 
about an armistice in Europe. 

With fighting spreading to 
Greece and threatening South- 
eastern Europe, both Wheeler 
and Johnson said they thought 
an opportune moment had ar- 
rived for the President to seek 
to bring about a peace. 

“A peace settlement would be 
the only sure way of keeping this 
country out of the war,” John- 
son told reporters. He is author 
of a resolution which would 
place the Senate on record as 
urging that the President pro- 
pose an armistice. Wheeler said 
it was his conviction that con- 
tinuation of the war could bring 
only one result—Communist con-

ROME, Oct. 29 (AP).—Italian 
troops driving in the direction of 
Florina in Northern Greece, on a 
line toward Salonika, were report- 
ed in diplomatic circles today to 
have reached a point 10 miles be- 
yond the Greek-Albanian frontier. 
The diplomatic reports came as 
the Italian high command  an- 
nounced the invasion of Greece by 
Italian troops from Albania at 
dawn yesterday with the word that 
“the advance is continuing,” and 
that strategic Greek bases were 
bombed. 


Weather was unfavorable, it re- 
ported in a communique, but the 
Italian air force, nevertheless, “re- 
peatedly bombed objectives as- 
signed to it, striking basins, docks, 
railroad platforms and causing 
fires in the port of Patras” as well 
as attacking installations along the 
Corinth Canal, in the Preveza naval 
base and Tatoi, the Athens air- 
drome. “All of our planes _re- 
turned,” the communique said. 


First Official Announcement. 


The high command communique 
was the first official announce- 
ment in Rome of the invasion. It 
came a few hours after the first 
reports of the Italian attack were 
given to the public here. 

The newspaper Il Messaggero 
published a dispatch from Tirana 
which said rejection by Athens of 
an Italian ultimatum yesterday 
“produced inevitable consequences 
along the southern frontier.”

Shipyards were the British flyers’ 
main objectives, the Ministry's com- 
munique said, but bombs also were 
dropffed on oil plants, railroad and 


industrial centers, 19 air bases in 
Germany and Nazi-held territory 
and on “numerous anti-aircraft 
batteries.” 


The Air Ministry named _ Kiel, 
Wilhelmshaven, Bremen, Hamburg, 
Emden and Cuxhaven as shipyard 
sites attacked by British raiders. 


Warships under construction at 
Hamburg, Bremen and Kiel were 
ttacked, the Air Ministry news 
service reported, and “extensive 
damage” was caused by bombs and 
fires. 


Warehouses and dockside  fac- 
tories were set aflame at Bremen, 
it said, and “great fires” were left 
burning in Hamburg and Kiel ship- 
yards after “repeated hits.” 

Relays of bombers caused explo- 
sions and fires on Wilhelmshaven 
barracks and docks, the report said, 
and: incendiary bombs fell across 
the gasoline storage area of the 
Emden naval base. 

In Boulogne, it said, shipping was 
attacked; at Homburg, Cologne and 


m™ Hamburg, fires were started in oil 


plants; at Krefeld, Cologne, Koblenz 
and Mannheim, railroad centers 
were bombed. 

One British plane failed ¢o re- 
turn, the communique said. 


LONDON, Oct. 29 (AP).—Ger- 
man planes smashed at London 
again tonight after day-long thrusts 
here and over the south coast and 
Midlands areas. 

As the night raiders dropped 
guiding lights in th capital ma- 

chine guns snuffed out the flares 
before the following craft could 
drop their bomb loads. 

Large British fighter sqtadrons 
were reported by the Air Ministry 
to have destroyed 22 German planes 
during the day’s fighting in which 
the defenders intercepted four raids 
on London and broke up an attempt 
to attack Portsmouth. 

Seven British planes were lost, 
but four of the pilots were reported 
safe. 


A communique said:

LONDON, Oct. 29 (AP).—The 
Admiralty announced today that 45 
merchant ships totaling 198,030 tons 
had been lost as a result of “en- 
emy action” during the week end- 
ing Oct. 21. 

The reported losses were the 
heaviest officially acknowledged for 
any single week with the exception 
of that ending June 23, when losses, 
including those in the withdrawal 
from Dunkerque, were 209,984 tons. 

The latest losses were on a scale 
comparable with those in April, 
1917, when the Germans sank 88]1,- 
000 tons to give Allied shipping its 
most disastrous month of the World 
War.

FRANCE TELLS U.s. 
CEDING TERRITORY 


Use of Bases by Axis Not 
Involved in Negotiations, 
Says Informal Notice to 


State Department. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP).— 
The State Department has been in- 
formed by the French Embassy, it 
was learned today, that French ne- 
gotiations with Germany involved 
no “territory cessions” or the “use 
of French strategical bases” by the 
Axis Powers, 


The information, communitated 
informally, did not constitute an 
answer by the Vichy Government to 
the message sent by President 
Roosevelt to Marshal Henri Phil- 
ippe Petain lasc week concerning 
French possessions in the Western 
Hemisphere. 


The Embassy was said to have 
given the State Department the 
text Of a communication received 
late yesterday from Vichy con- 
cerning negotiations with Germany 
and Italy. 


The Embassy issued a statement 
along the same lines, as follows: 


“There is no foundation to ru- 
mors of peace negotiations, or ter- 
ritory cessions by the French Gov- 
ernment to Germany or Italy, or 
use of French strategical bases by 
those Powers, 
French sovereignty in any point of 
France or her empire.” . 


Fleet Not Mentioned. 


Although no mention was made 
of the French fleet, unofficial 
sources here noted it was stated 
in Vithy last week that France 
would not allow use of its naval 
forces against Great Britain. 


American naval and military ex- 
perts consider that relinquishment 
of the French‘fleet—or the Dakar 
air and naval base—to Germany 
would be detrimental both to 
American interests and to the 

m™ security of the Western Hemis- 
phere. 

It was learned authoritatively 
that the State Department had ap- 
proached the French Government 
on the question of the French navy 
“before and since the armistice” 
and, while there was no official 
confirmation, it was understood 


that renewed representations had/ments: 


been made in recent days. 
Role of French Fleet. 


The French fleet today, accord- 


- ing to the latest unofficial figures, 
which make allowance for all war 
and post-armistice losses, consists 
of 192 warships (64 of them still 
under construction) and could play 
an important or even decisive role 
in the Mediterranean or off Dakar. 

American apprehension over the 
future of the French fleet was 
made plain, it was learned, just be- 
fore the French Government was 
forced to flee from Paris. Re- 
newed representations have since 
been made at Bordeaux, Tours and 
‘Vichy, the successive subsequent 
capitals of unoccupied France. 

The subject of the French fleet 
also has loomed prominently in 
conversations here by Secretary of 
State Hull, Undersecretary Welles 
and Gaston Henry-Haye, the 
French Ambassador. The Ambas- 
sador made his last call at the 
State Department on Thursday 
when he received the President's 
message foY transmittal to Petain 
at Vichy. 

Hull made pointed reference to 
the question when he said in his 
speech last Saturday that the Axis 
Powers “have as a fixed objective 
the securing of control of the high 
seas.” 


“Should the would-be conquerors 
gain control of the other conti- 
nents,” Hyll said, “they would next 
concentrate on perfecting their con- 
trol of the seas. . . They might 
then be able with ships and planes 
to strike at the communication 
lines, the commerce and the life 
of this hemisphere; and ultimately 
we might find ourselves compelled 
to fight on our own soil, under our 
own skies, in defense of our inde- 
pendence and our very lives.”

In British attacks, designed to 
prevent the French warships from 
falling into German hands, the bat- 
tleship Dunkerque was damaged 
and beached at Oran, the battleship 
Bretagne sunk at Oran, the incom- 
plete battleship Richelieu severely 
damaged at Dakar, and the battle- 
ship Jean Bart, still under construc- 
tion, is believed to be at Casablanca 
and unable to go to sea. | 


The battleship Strasbourg, which

KENNEDY ON RADIO TONIGHT;

CAMERA RECORDS 
DRAFT NUMBERS 
AND TIME DRAWN 


Master List Will Be Series of 
Pictures, Reproduced for 
Local Boards. 


WASHINGTON, Qct. 29 (AP).— 
Mechanical marvels which would 
have been mysteries to the dough- 
boys of 1917 are being used today 
to record for posterity the draft 
lottery of 1940. 

As each serial number is with- 
drawn from its bright blue capsule, 
it is slipped into a cardboard hold- 
er. The holder is placed under the 
lens of an automatic camera which 
takes a picture, on a continuous 
strip of miniature film, of the 
number, a watch showing the ex- 


‘tact second it was drawn, the date 


and the order in which it was 
drawn. 

A tally clerk then vulcanizes the 
number permanently to a card- 
board form with a little electric 
iron, still in the order in which it 
was drawn. The cardboard forms, 
holding 250 numbers each, are pho- 
made 
and copies of the original master 
list of numbers printed for distribu- 
tion to the 6175 local draft boards. 
The photographs will be placed in 
the national archives. 

In the 1917-18 draft drawing, each 
number was written down by hand 
in a broad, unwieldly ledger, and 
the master lists were printed from 
type, rather than from a photo- 
graph, 


TIME BOMB REPORTED FOUND 
ABOARD U.S, ARMY TRANSPORT 


Seaman Asserts Ship’s Master 
Tossed Nitroglycerin Into 
Water. 

PANAMA, Panama, Oct. 29 (AP). 


—An official source aboard the 
United States army transport Re- 
public refused to confirm or deny 
today a seaman’s story that a time 


bomb had been found aboard the 
ship shortly after it sailed from 


San Francisco Oct. 18 with 3000 sol- 
diers and passengers. 

According to the seaman’s story, 
H. F. Dodd, the ship’s master of 
arms, found in the after hold a box 
containing “a mechanical contrap- 
tion” and enough nitroglycerin to 
blow the vessel “clear out of the 
water.” 

Dodd was said to have carried the 
box on deck, “praying all the way,” 
and dumped it overboard. Most of 
those on the Republic were un- 
aware of what had happened, the 
seaman said. 

The Republic was expected to sail 
from Cristobal for New York to- 
night after making the eastward 
passage through the canal.

N conformity with the

On this page appears the text | 
of Mr. Willkie’s speech last | 
night at Louisville, Ky. 
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half years. During those years the 
Democratic party has been in pow- 
er nominally. But what has really 
‘been in power? Has it been the 
Democratic party? 

What has been the influence of 
men like John Garner of Texas, of 
men like Senator Tydings of Mary- 
land, or Senator Byrd, or Senator 
Carter Glass. These men, stanch 
Democrats, and a host of their like, 
have had to fight against a new 
party, a rash and overbearing 
party—the party of the New Deal. 

This New Deal party consists of 
a candidate and a ilttle group of 
men in large part unknown to our 
people. The candidate is vested 
with the enormous powers of the 
presidency. The little group of un- 
believing and ambitious men are 
the beneficiaries of those powers. 
This party grew up in Washington 
out of the Democratic party, and, 
fungus-like, has suffocated it. It is 
unlike the Democratic party. Its 
principles are as hostile to those 
of the Democratic party, and they 
are as fatal to it, as the fungus is 
to the oak. 

It is this New Deal party that 
now makes it ultimate grasp for 
power—the repeal of the _ rule 
against the third term—that its 
reign may continue in perpetuity. 


Rights Defired 
by Common Law. 


We are not governed by written 
laws alone. No men are. The 
greater part of our daily life is 
governed by written common law, 
developed from the usage and the 
custom of generations of men. It 
is that unwritten common law 
which gives effect to the promises 
of merchants and to the ties of 
family affection, It defines most 
of our rights. 

The men who founded this repub- 
lic took a little part from the flow- 
ing stream of human rights and set 
that little down in words. That is 
our Constitution. Those men knew 
the manner of birth of the common 
law that safeguards the rights of 
our daily life. They knew that a 
tradition, rooted in good principle 
and tested by the usage of genera- 
tions, would become the common 
law. It would protect the rights of 
liberty, proclaimed in the Constitu- 
tion that they wrote. 


Thus good principle and usage 
tested by generations of men have 
‘made this the common law of the 
United States: that no man should 
‘be eligible for a third consecutive 
‘term as President. 


| Unquestionably, the people of this 
country may repeal that law. The 
‘election of the third-term candidate 
would repeal it. For the first time 
in the history of the country, a po- 
litical party has nominated a man 
for a third consecutive term. For 
the first time in our history, the 
American people will vote directly 
on this question. 

You must now determine whether 
that law is a good or bad one. You 
must determine whether it is a 
wise precaution of freedom to limit 
the time any man may hold power 
over you. Your decision upon that 
point will be irrevocable. If you 
‘repeal that law, there will never 
again be any limit upon continual 
self-appointment of presidents to of- 
fice, by any means. The question 
of free government involved is 
much more important than the per- 
sonalities involved. If this prin- 
ciple dies, it will be dead forever. 


Cites Washington. 
on Third Term. 


What shall guide us to a right 
conclusion on this important ques- 
tion? One course is to heed the 
accumulated wisdom of men skilled 
in the art of government, with ex- 
perience in the office of: President 
and of whose sincerity and integ- 
tity there can be no question. 

When George Washington came 
to the end of his second term, Eu- 
rope was convulsed by war. The 
most powerful nations France and 
England, were at each others 
throats. Spain, Austria and many 
German and Italian states were 
ultimately embroiled. Efforts were 
bein; made by the several bellig- 
erents, and by factions in this 
country, to force abandonment of 
our neutrality and to get us into 
their wars. 

We were young and weak and 
not unitec. Belligerents were on 
our borders and were violating 
our rights on the high seas. 

Those times were as perilous as 
these. Washington, by the com- 
mon -onsent of all his countrymen, 
was best qualified to see us through 
by taking a third term. He was 
qualified not only because he had 
had experience as President, but 
because he had character. But 
that very character, that very qual- 
ity of greatness which made a 
third term safe in his hands, im- 
pelled him to renounce it. 

He refused a third term in order 
deliberately to set an example of 
moderation and patriotism to his 
successors and until now that ex- 
ample has been heeded. 

Since Washington’s time, and un- 
til the appearance of the New Deal 
party, the Democratic party has 
been an active advocate of this 
rule.

Footnotes for the Foot- W eary 


Shoes That Fit Properly Do Not Require "Breaking In.” 


ERE are some footnotes for 
H you foot-weary gals: Read ’em 
and remember ‘em. 


In buying shoes, select ones that 
are large enough. Don’t try on one 
shoe only; try on both; stand and 
walk a few steps to see how they 
feel. Rember that your _ foot 
lengthens when you put your 
weight on it, so make sure that the 
shoe is perfectly comfortable when 
you stand and step. In standing, 
the foot may be almost a size larg- 
er. The shoe should not be too 
short; roughly it should be about 
one-half inch longer than the foot 
when you stand. Incidentally, the 
stockings should be long enough, 
too, or the toes will be cramped, 
even if the shoe fits well. 


If the new shoes feel just a bit 
too snug, if they have to be “eased” 
up for you, don’t buy them. You 
should at least be able to wriggle 
your toes. That is, the shoe should 
be broad enough to allow your toes 
to lie straight. And don’t think 
that you have to “break in” shoes. 
They should fit so well that “break-

ing in” is not necessary. 

Heels may be high for dress; for 
work and play, when much standing 
or walking are done, broad, low 
heels. are best. For work, don’t 
use old worn-out, run-down shoes 
that put your feet under a strain; 
then, if ever, you need comfortable, 
well-fitting shoes. 

x * 

THE SHOE SHOULD fit snugly 
at the heel and at the “waist” or 
middle. The toe of the shoe should 
not be pointed. The sole of the shoe 
should be flexible and not too nar- 
row; the foot should not bulge over 
the edges of the soles. The inner 
border of the shoe should form a 
straight line; stand with toes point- 
ed straight ahead ard see if the 
inner edge of the shoe is straight 
from toe to heel. 

Run-over heels should be straight- 
ened, because they throw the foot 
off balance. If your heels run 
over, it’s a sign that you are not 
walking correctly or that you may 


have weak feet. 

Change your shoes as often as 
you can. Don’t wear the same pair 
every day; change during the day— 
it makes the feet more comfortable 
and gives your shoes a chance to 
dry out. Have a shoe tree for 
every pair of shoes. 

Keep toes pointed straight ahead 
in walking and standing—you may 
even turn your toes slightly inward. 

Several times a day, elevate the 
feet on a chair before you, or lie 
down with your feet raised. Feet 
shouud receive a daily bath, then be 
thoroughly dried and talcum or 
foot powder applied. 

The girl with foot ills often com- 
plains that she has a closet full of 
shoes that she can’t wear. If such 
is your case, consult your family 
doctor; if he doesn’t treat foot con- 
ditions, he will send you to an or- 
thopedic specialist. This specialist 
may do wonders for you in pre- 
scribing the right shoe, in adapt- 
ing your shoe to your foot by ele- 
vating the inner border of the heel 
or the outer border of the sole, or 
whatever change your foot calls for. 


High Blood Pressure

anew about high blood pres- 

sure. It is a late generation, 
but just as much as the baby has 
to learn about walking, and the 
young people about love, the fifth 
and sixth decade comes to the per- 
sonal individual problem of high 


blood pressure. And to each indi- 
vidual it comes as a distinct sur- 
prise: he may have heard about it 
a long way off—more and more 
frequently after he passes 30, but 
it never comes home to him until 
one day he finds out he has it. 

The first reaction is likely to be 
extreme depression, followed by a 
frantic effort to find some treat- 
ment—something to do about it. 
But really it is a very mild disease 
in most instances—hardly a dis- 
ease at all—a physiological con- 
dition—no more a disease than 
gray hair. And if it weren’t for 
life insurance examinations and 
annual health audits, for which 
we hear so much praise, a man 
might carry his high blood pres- 
sure for 25 years and never know 
he had it—so symptomless and 
harmless it is. Nor is it rare— 
about 70 per cent of those over the 
age of 50 have some degree of it. 

I have been reviewing some re- 
cent studies in the medical litera- 
ture on high blood pressure, but 
before we come to them let us put 
down some of the fundamental 
facts. Blood pressure is just what 
the name imples—the pressure the 
blood is under in going through the 
blood vessels—usually we apply it 
to the pressure in the arteries 
which carry the blood from the 
heart to the extremities. The pres- 
sure in the veins—venous pressure 
—is not easily measured.

THE ARTERIAL blood pressure 
is maintained by two forces—the 
contraction or beat of the heatt 
and the pressure exerted by the 
elasticity of the artery wall. Com- 
pare it to the stream coming out 
of a rubber hose—the stream is 
maintained steady first by the wa- 
ter pressure from the main, and 
then by the pressure of the rubber 
hose on the fluid within. When 


the hose gets hardened—when the 
arteries get thickened in the aging 
process—the force from behind has 
to be higher to maintain a steady 
stream—and you have to have a 
steady stream of blood to maintain 
life. So the blood pressure goes 
up. The heart not only contracts 
(systole) but dilates (diastole) so 
you have two points of blood pres- 
sure — systolic and diastolic. In 
general, the normal blood pressure 
is 120 systolic, 80 diastolic. 

The question of what is a nor- 
mal pressure is one which is not 
entirely settled, despite all the 
figures that have been collected. 
If a man has an occasional blood 


pressure of 140 systolic, does that 
mean that he will later develop 
continuous high blood pressure— 
the state known as hypertension? 
This question has been studied by 
Dr. Edgar A. Hines Jr., at the 
Mayo Clinic, in follow-up exam- 
inations of a number of cases. In 
general, it may be said that in 
people with a _ systolic pressure 
over 140 and a diastolic pressure 
over 85 at the age of 40, it means 
that in 10 or 20 years, about 80 
per cent have permanent high blood 
pressure—hypertension. 
as you notice, takes 10 or 20 years, 
and it may be another 10 before 
symptoms or disability appear.

Our Reporter Investigates the Life 
of a Rookie and Regrets to Report 
There Is No Potato Peeling Machine

ANY a mother who wails that 
M =e didn’t raise her boy to 

be a soldier is going to find 
out during the next few months 
that the best laid plans of mice 
and mamas often go astray. Wheth- 
er next month is an “R” month or 
a “Ww” month, conscription 1s a 
settled fact, and the only subjects 
left to the discussion groups that 
spring up wherever young men as- 
semble is (1) what few will be 
chosen among the many called, and 
(2) the treatment that will be ac- 
corded to those who are “gone with 
the draft.” 

Only the fates can tell you if the 
tag of your particular Eightball 
Doakes will be pulled from the 
goldfish bowl, but after a day spent 
at Scott Field, we feel qualified as 
a minor expert on military affairs 
regarding the care, feeding and 
treatment of rookies. 

Scott Field is a good place to 
study the life of a recruit because 
there are about 1500 of them there 
right now, and they expect some 
draftees to be added to that num- 
ber. There will be a difference, of 
course, between ‘the life of a rookie 
at an air base and one at an in- 
fantry camp, but in the main, the 
military routine is the same. There 
is less drill for the rookie at Scott 


Field, but even he receives “re- 
cruit training’ in fundamental 
army drill. 


“The infantrymen are more mili- 
tary than the air corps men,” one 
instructor put it. “Most of these 
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SCOTT FIELD SOLDIERS CONSTRUCTING 
FLOOR OVER WHICH A 
TENT WILL BE PLACED. 
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men are not as physically fit as 
the infantrymen but they’ve had 
more specialized training.” 

After a few weeks, the rookie 
is given examinations to determine 
his qualifications and placed in 
training classes, such as the class 
in communications that we watched 
at the hangar. But when he first 
comes to camp, he is put on 
“fatigue” or general work, possibly 
K. P. duty, clean up details, mow- 
ing lawns, guard duty, or such con- 
structive work as helping put up 
new tents and lay sidewalks in a 
section being prepared for more 
recruits. Our Scott Field guide, a 
youthful Corporal Thomas, led us 
to one of these groups of young 
men who were pouring gravel for a 
walk and pounding nails into a 
wooden tent foundation. They wore 
coveralls, one of them showing his 
individuality by adding a modified 
Spirit of ’76 hat, and they looked, 
as one of “them gibed, “like the 
WPA.” 

These tents, holding six army 
cots and a heating stove, will pro- 
vide temporary headquarters for 
recruits to come. Some of the 
present rookies live in long white 
wooden barracks, known locally as 
“Match Box City,” others in better 
built brick barracks. 

“And the first thing they learn 
is to make their beds, clean up, 
Sweep, and mop,” our guide said 
cheerfully. 

The rookie’s day at Scott Field 
begins at 5:15 in summer, 6:15 in 
winter, those strange, almost fic- 
tional hours known to the city 
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dweller only on New Year’s morn- 
ing, or when he goes on a fishing 
trip. There is none of this lolling 
abed, contemplating the alarm 
clock or the wallpaper either. He 
is expected to leap out of bed, 
bouncing and bright-eyed, and is 
given 10 minutes to dress. By 6:25 
he must be dressed and outside 
for roll call. After roll call he 
makes his bed, sweeps and mops 
the floors. “White collar” inspec- 
tion is held on Saturdays and then 
the olive colored army blankets 
must be turned back to show that 
the sheets are clean.

T the foot of his bed is a foot 
A rocker and this and his wall 
locker are also inspected period- 
ically. At the head of his cot 
hangs a barracks bag for laundry; 
a laundry company has a branch 
at the field, charges $2 a month for 
any amount of laundry. All the 
recruit’s clothes are furnished 
when he arrives at camp—his two 
hats, blouse—actually a belted 
coat, shirts, slacks, coveralls, two 
pairs of shoes, socks, underwear— 
shorts and “fancy” or long under- 
wear, Overcoat, raincoat, towels, 
handkerchief and shaving set. 
After clean-up the rookie goes to 
breakfast, then at 7:30 to work call 
where he is given his duties for the 
day.

at Scott Field looked very good and 
totally belied.all the traditional 
jokes about beans and bread.

West opened the ten of spades, 
dummy’s ace was played and de- 
clarer dropped the queen on the 
trick. Then, seeing that three dia- 
monds and a spade apparently had 
to be lost, declarer attempted a 
hoax play—he immediately led the 
deuce of spades from dummy. East 
went into a huddle at this point. 
He didn’t know whether declarer 
or West had the all-important nine 
spot. He finally “guessed” that de- 
clarer was hoping he would go up 
with the king; that the declarer 
was now void and would ruff, es- 
tablishing the jack for a discard. 
So East ducked and South’s nine 
won. After dummy was re-entered 
and the trump finesse was success- 
fully taken, declarer graciously con- 
ceded three diamond tricks to the 
discomfited defenders. 

Elementary reasoning would have 
solved East’s “problem.” His part- 
ner had led the ten of spades origi- 
nally. He could not have had four 
spades, because with four, the low- 
est is the conventional lead. There- 
fore, South was marked with at 
least two spades; since he dropped 
the queen on his own ace, he must 
have left the equally good nine spot. 
And anyway, East should have rea- 
soned, if declarer didn’t have one 
spade and three diamond losers, it 
would be impossible to defeat the 
contract, since the bidding had 
marked South with tne club ace 
and the missing heart honors, All 
East had to do was put up his 
spade king and lead three rounds 
of diamonds to save a vulnerable 
game.
